Why, restraint 
is not rulership. We wantto govern our- 
solves properly; aud we want to protect 
vurselves--we organize for self-lefensa 
against those who infringe equal rights. 

I do vot aay that we are ripe for An- 
archism pure and simple, yet. Anerch- 
ism is a growth, it must make its own 
way. On the otber hand I also think 
governmontalism will work ite own way 
toward final destruction.

The words “chastity” and “un- 
chastity,” “modesty” and “jimmod- 
esty,” “decency” and “indecency,” and 
of late “free love” nnd “free luei” are 
in evory one's mouth, but how vory few 
attempt to nsk even thomselves what 
they mean by thew) How commonly 
the expressions ot? praise mean only 
what is conventionally proper, thoso of 
blame only what Pustom condemns} 
Now, if we are going to educato others 
wo must tirst of all ‘clear our own minds 
of cant. Let mo stato what these phrases 
mean to me; and in} eo doing I believe 
wuch, aid may be} derived from octy- 
mology. Chastity, léfom castus, signify- 
Jogo listin Eghe uot amorous, 
menns n voluntary restraint on tho exeri 
ciseof tho sexual passion, as continence 
alro does, but it is not so strong n term, 
Any degree of forbearuuce Is continence, 
Chastity is a degree of forbenrauco 
required by some positive law. Now 
it is cloarly a law of nature 
which forbids the indulgence of the 
appetite when not perfectly ngreenble 
to both parties. Henco prostitution is 
unchastity; and every indulgence in 
marringe which is not perfoctly agreoa- 
ble to both parties is uuchustity; and it 
the institution of marriage sanctions 
such indulgence, as it certainly does, 
then theiustitution of marriage is the 
apotheosis of unchastity. 

Modesty 18 the instinct which shrinks 
from admiration, praise, and eager do- 
gire. Wecalla man modest who does 
not like to be lionized nnd puffed. We 
call n woman modest who does not 
make a common exhibition of ber 
charms, for exactly tho same reason. 
But, ne in tho case of chastity, tho word 
means something rather more definite 
then a mero feoling or habit. It moans 
auch a feeling or habit within the lim- 
its required by—what? Custom? 
That ss well enough, but ie thore not 
something Lotter? Does not nature 
provide a Jimit beyond which the exer- 
ciso of this habit seems saperfluous, 
while within tho limit it appears nu es- 
sential part of character? 1 think she 
does, Noone dislikes praise, adwira- 
tiov, or love, when between the giver 
and receiver there 18 aubstantial har- 
mony of feeling It is the pruise of 
tlatterers, the admiration of fvols, the 
love of disagreoablo people which 15 os- 
soutially repulsive, and submission to 
which is felt on all hands to bo akind 
of prostitntion, Ifthen the institution 
of murringo requires women, as It cer- 
tainly does, to seek their fortune Ly at- 
tracting the adoration not of men they 
like but any man they can catch, then 


the institution of marrınge ie the prime 
cause of immodesty.

“gnitable,38 the instinct which revolts 
at the unnecessary presentation of a dise 
agrecablo snbject. Thus stories hke 
somo of Dean Swilt’s, in which every 
thing offensive to the eye und noss 
is presented to the imagination in the 
broadest possible language, will no 
higher motive than to excite tho sense 
of the Indierons which is 30 easily asso- 
ciated with vastinoss, are indecent.

Clearly, no one, but the indi- 
vidual The natural punishment of in. 

Any 
other 18 evidently arbitrary, and it nrbi» 
trary, then unjust, Now what js it that 
breeds disrespect for the sexunl fnne- 
tion, a feeling unknown to any animal?
